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Beer Brook pollution getting worse 


SEATON residents say that action prom¬ 
ised over Beer Brook has not happened, 
that pollution is getting worse and it poses 
a health risk. 

The Environment Agency (EA), however, says 
work is ongoing to address the problem. 

West Seaton and Seaton Hole Association issued a 
statement last Thursday, saying: “Last evening resi¬ 
dents living alongside the brook (near Old beer Road) 
witnessed the worst pollution we have seen for many 
years. The brook was covered in dirty foam and smelt 
very badly. 

“We think the incident room at the Environment 
Agency (EA) must have been clogged up with callers 
reporting the pollution last evening.” 

They allege that the problem is caused by slurry 
from Gatcombe Farm. 

A spokesperson for the association added: “We have 
had many meetings with the EA as well as correspon¬ 
dence with Clifton Devon Estates (the landlords of 
Gatcombe Farm). 

Promises 

“We were promised last year that the problem was 
being addressed and that improvements were well 
under way. 

“But these improvements have not been seen by 
us - the brook is worse now than it ever has been. 

“Children who splash in the stream have in the past 
been taken ill and we know of one case of a swimmer 
suffering very badly after swimming off Seaton Hole 
beach.” 

One member of the association, Simon Wellington, 
said that the EA had collected samples for analysis 
last week. 

He also said that he had visited the farm after an in¬ 
vitation to go there and see what had been done. 

Referring to a previous incident Mr Wellington said:

“In fairness, the farmer phoned us to say he had two 
lakes up there. I’ve got a degree of sympathy with 
him.” 

Resident Julia Roebuck said: “I keep reporting the 
pollution to the EA but they don’t seem to be doing 
anything as it keeps happening again and again. 

“How many more years does this have to go on be¬ 
fore they actually do something about it? 

“Lots of people use Seaton Hole beach including 
my family and it’s dangerous to use with the amount 


of pollution coming from the stream into the sea.” 

When asked for comment, an EA spokesperson told 
Pulman’s View from Seaton: “This situation was ad¬ 
dressed last year, with one task involving a potential 
minor leak in a tank needing to wait until this sum¬ 
mer. 

Extreme rainfall 

“However, extreme rainfall on already saturated 
ground has seen pollution enter the brook from sev¬ 
eral sources such as neighbouring fields and high¬ 
ways on this occasion. 

“Despite its appearance, the pollution was not con¬ 
sidered significant. 

“We continue to work with the relevant people at

Gatcombe Farm and neighbouring landowners to pre¬ 
vent pollution.” 

Gatcombe Farm declined to comment but a 
spokesperson for Clinton Devon Estates said: “Under 
a farm tenancy agreement, the farmer is responsible 
for all matters of farm management including animal 
husbandry and the impact of farming practice on the 
environment. 

“However, action will be taken by the landlord if 
there are breaches in the tenancy and, in the case of 
Gatcombe Farm, we are continuing to liaise closely 
with the EA to ensure that the farmer is fully compli¬ 
ant with all legislation relating to water quality.”

Axminster Carpets 


AXMINSTER Carpets has been taken over by H 
Dawson Wool, an international wool merchant 
based in Bradford. 

It was announced last Thursday afternoon that 
H Dawson Wool had acquired a controlling equity 
stake in Axminster Carpets 

The Axminster company has undergone a pe¬ 
riod of significant change during the last three 
years, and the provision of additional support 
from H Dawson, increased financial resource and 
further strengthening of the Axminster Carpets 
senior management team will take the company 
on the next phase of its journey. 

H Dawson Wool, established in 1888, has for 
many years been an important supplier to the 
wool carpet manufacturing sector in the UK and 
throughout the world. 

Royal Warrant holder Axminster Carpets, 
founded originally by Thomas Whitty in 1755, has 
operated from its current site in Axminster since 
1937 when the late Harry Dutfield revived the 
town's carpet-making tradition. 

The company refused to be drawn on questions 
about job security, the Dutfield family's continued 
involvement with the business and claims the 
company has, or is in the process of, selling off 
land it owns in Axminster.

Another twist in carpets' future 



THE news last week that Axminster Carpets 
has been taken over by a highly respected firm 
of international wool merchants will be seen as 
a positive move, especially by the workforce. 

H Dawson Wool, based in Bradford, have ac¬ 
quired a controlling interest in the Axminster 
operation and have stated they are “excited 
about the future growth aspirations for the 
business.” 

Those employed at the carpet factory - 
greatly reduced in numbers following the col¬ 
lapse of the previous family-run company 
three years ago - will take some comfort in 
that statement that they still have a future. 

Whenever companies are sold the rumour 
mill goes into overdrive. We have tried to as¬ 
certain what impact the change of ownership 
will have on the future for the staff and 
whether the Dutfield family will retain an in¬ 
terest in the new set-up. 

The new owners, whose history goes back to 
1888, will not be publicly drawn on such mat¬ 
ters at this moment, other than to state reas¬ 
suringly that the focus on the new operation is 


on “growth”. There is also a rumour circulating 
that some of the land owned by the carpet fac¬ 
tory will be sold off for a supermarket but 
again we have not been able to confirm this. 

The name of one supermarket in particularly 
has been bandied around but they have cate¬ 
gorically denied that they are opening a new 
store in Axminster. 

The past few years have been very challeng¬ 
ing for the carpet manufacturing industry but 
H Dawson, a world leader in their field, has in¬ 
vested significantly in the future of the under 
pressure sector by this acquisition. 

We can only hope that “An Axminster from 
Axminster” will remain synonymous with all 
that is finest in the craft of carpet making and 
that the town’s link with the industry contin¬ 
ues for many years. 

In welcoming H Dawson to Axminster, we 
should not forget what Harry Dutfield did for 
the town in reviving the industry that put 
Axminster on the world map.

SOUTH SOMERSET 


Council tax to go up 
after funding cuts 


SOUTH Somerset District Council (SSDC) wants 
to increase its portion of council tax by 1.95 per 
cent, which amounts to an extra £2.88 a year for 
the average a Band D household. 

Councillors have been recommended to approve 
the proposal. A decision will be taken during a 
budget meeting on Thursday, February 25th. 

It was explained that the government has re¬ 
duced the support grant it gives to councils, and 
will take away the grant completely by 2020. 

For SSDC this means a cut of more than Elmil- 
lion this year and by 2019/20, total savings of 
£4.1million will be required, including an addi¬ 
tional penalty of £330,000 having to be handed 
back to central government. 

Efficiency improvements have meant that 
SSDC's spending has fallen significantly. 

In 2008/09 the annual budget was £19.7million 
and the proposed 2016/17 budget is just £17.3million. 
This represents a cut of 28 per cent after inflation.

Appeal to dog owners after lambs killed 


AN East Devon farmer has appealed to 
dog owners to take greater control of then- 
pets after some of his new-born lambs 
were attacked and killed. 

Mr Robert Reed, who owns Gatcombe 
Farm between Beer and Seaton, was un¬ 
derstandably angry at the damage caused 
in the most recent attack last week in 
fields just off Paizen Lane between Beer 
and Branscombe. 

“It happened in fields not far from Beer 
Quarry, up Paizen Lane, when someone’s 
dogs were loose in a field,” said Mr Reed. 

“They mauled some lambs which even¬ 
tually died from bleeding. The owner 
must have known what was going on be¬ 
cause someone heard a lot of screaming 
and shouting at the dog. Sadly they didn’t 
have the bottle to call me about it.” 

The attacks may be rare but they are 


certainly not isolated. Only a year ago an¬ 
ther local farmer, John Fook of Couchill 
Farm, also told Pulman’s of a dog attack¬ 
ing his sheep in fields near Seaton. 

Mr Reed added that other farmers also 
have similar problems from irresponsible 
dog owners who allow their pets to run 
free off the lead when livestock are out in 
the fields. 

“If you have a dog then don’t let them 
off the lead in the countryside,” added Mr 
Reed. 

Mr Reed re-iterated that farmers are 
quite within their rights to shoot dogs 
which they see attacking their livestock. 

“Owners are responsible for their dogs,” 
stressed Mr Reed. 

“We put signs up and there are new 
gates on most of the fields that are pad¬ 
locked but still people go into the fields.”

Approval for brewery facility 


BRANSCOMBE Vale Brewery 
has been given the green light to 
build a storage and distribution 
facility in Seaton. 

The planning application, 
which was approved this month, 
was for an L-shaped building 
measuring 16metres by 16.5me- 
tres at Riverside Way. 

Branscombe Vale Brewery 
was formed in 1992, based at 
former farm premises by the sea 
in Branscombe. 


The company needs additional 
space, and Seaton fitted the bill, 
the planning application stating: 
“The proposed use would be for 
the storage of bottled beer for 
distribution throughout the area. 

“Whilst acknowledging that 
the use would generate addi¬ 
tional trips from the centre of 
production in Branscombe to 
this storage facility in Seaton, 
they would be few - numbering 
approximately four per week. 


“The trips from the building to 
outlets would total about two 
per week, with only an occa¬ 
sional staff presence at the site.” 

EDDC approved the applica¬ 
tion, a planning officer’s report 
summary stating: “The proposal 
would not give rise to any ad¬ 
verse consequences to matters 
of acknowledged importance 
and should help foster the eco¬ 
nomic well-being of the exist¬ 
ing business.”

If you 
prefer to paint big pictures, try very 
small. Use a long thin canvas, or a 
square one. Don't be nervous. Go 
for it. “Fortune favours the brave. “ 

And when it's finished, put it in a 
good frame. A good painting needs 
a good frame to show it off.

Parish council ‘dividing communities’ 


■ I WOULD like to respond to the comments made by 
Andrew Parr, chairman of Colyton Parish Council in last 
week’s edition of Putman’s View From Colyton (February 
16th). 

Mr Parr stated that I was fighting a “turf war”. The dic¬ 
tionary description of a turf war is “an acrimonious dis¬ 
pute between rival groups over territory, or a particular 
sphere of influence”. 

There is no dispute whatsoever regarding territory, both 
Colyton and Colyford are aware of their boundaries, and 
they are not in dispute at all. Therefore it must be a “par¬ 
ticular sphere of influence”, and yes, I agree. 

Colyton Parish Council has overall control, and there¬ 
fore influence over what happens in Colyford and Coly¬ 
ton simply because Colyford is within the Colyton Parish 
Council area. Many of the residents of Colyford are very 
unhappy with the lack of support or investment in Coly¬ 
ford, and the continuous lack of discussions and actions 
over matters affecting the village. You only need to look 
at the council minutes for the last few years to discover 
that Colyford is hardly ever discussed. 

Yes, I have been fighting a rearguard action for a long 
time, but without success. I have chosen to respond to the 
acrimonious lack of action and interference that goes on 
regarding our village. I have been doing this for four 
years as a councillor without any real success, and I now 
try as a member of the public. However, all my efforts 
are pushed to one side every time; it is the parish council 
itself which is dividing our two communities. 

The residents of both Colyton and Colyford get on very 
well together, and work with each other on joint projects; 
there is no dispute between the two communities, only 
with the parish council. The neighbourhood plan is a 
community project attempting to involve all members of 
both communities and will be finally approved in a ref¬ 
erendum by the whole community, and not the parish 
council. The council’s role is to guide us and support us 
in our work. Their contribution so far has been the op¬ 
posite, leading to disillusionment and frustration, and 
sometimes fear! 

Colyford pays almost one third of the parish precept in 
the form of council tax, but receives almost nothing in 
return regarding investment. This must not be allowed to 
continue. 

With regard to Andrew Parr’s other comments, I did ask 
in my speech at the council meeting if the councillors will 
discuss and comment on my statement. This was ignored, 
and ignored again later in the meeting when a councillor 
requested that our complaints be discussed. 


Colyford must have its own section of the neighbour¬ 
hood plan as EDDC now classify Colyford as “country¬ 
side” with no new development at all except minor infill 
between existing properties. On the other hand, Colyton 
is now classified as a “large village” by EDDC with de¬ 
velopment allowed within its own built up area boundary. 
This is the major difference between our two communi¬ 
ties, and both must therefore be considered separately, 
which is what the Colyford committee has been trying to 
do. 

When the Colyford neighbourhood plan committee was 
formed, it was diplomatically and unanimously agreed 
that there would be 10 Colyford residents plus two Coly¬ 
ford based coucillors on the committee. It was not long 
after this that the parish council demanded that Council¬ 
lor Colin Pady be added to the committee, even though 
he now resides in Colyton. This is one typical example 
of the council's sphere of influence, the first of many 
since then! 

Colyton Parish Council must let go, and let both com¬ 
munities get on with the plan together, without all of this 
interference. If not, perhaps Colyford should consider 
going it alone! Colyton Parish Council is pushing us in 
that direction if they are not very careful. 

I have not been the only person in Colyton and Coly¬ 
ford who has been under attack from the parish council, 
and I will not be the last.

■ I AM writing to say that I am unhappy about the re¬ 
porting in your paper of Howard West’s allegation that 
he and his wife received verbal threats from a Colyton 
parish councillor and that councillors were acting in a 
“threatening, agressive and hostile” manner towards 
Colyford neighbourhood plan volunteers ( Putman’s 
View From Colyton, February 16th). 

I personally have never threatened anyone in Coly¬ 
ford and I don’t believe that any other councillor has. 
Rather than reporting unspecified allegations, your 
paper should have asked Mr West to give details of the 
threats and which councillor made them. If he refuses 
to do so then his refusal will speak for itself. 

Most of us in Colyford want to get on with the neigh¬ 
bourhood plan; Mr West seems only interested in rais¬ 
ing trouble.

Stopping Smoking ? There is something you need to know. 


E-CIGARETTES may not help you quit: 
Smokers using E-cigarettes are 28% less 
likely to ditch traditional cigarettes, So 
says the medical correspondent Ben 
Spencer who reported on the medical 
study published this year in the Lancet. 

The study has concluded E-cigarettes do 
not help smokers to quit tobacco. 

However these findings have become 
very controversial and are contrary to 
leading health officials in England, who 
have repeatedly insisted that e-cigarettes 
are a key tool to reduce smoking rates. 

The study which was a systematic re¬ 
view of all available data on the issue, is 
the largest to date, and evaluated whether 
e-cigarettes assist smokers in quitting cig¬ 
arettes. 

Published in the Lancet Respiratory 
Medicine journal, it concluded that e-cig¬ 
arettes do not help smokers quit, and 
should not be recommended for that pur¬ 
pose until there is solid proof that they do. 



E-cigarettes contain a liquid form of 
nicotine that is heated into vapor to be in¬ 
haled, avoiding the harm caused by to¬ 
bacco smoke. 

While there is little doubt that an e-cig¬ 
arette is less dangerous than a conven¬ 
tional cigarette, the most dangerous thing 
about e-cigarettes is that many keep 
smoking conventional cigarettes too. 

The irony is, that stopping smoking is 
one of the main reasons adults use e-cig- 
arettes, but on the whole it would seem 
the effect is less, not more, stopping. 

Steven Bernstein of Yale School of 
Medicine, writing in a separate editorial 
published by The Lancet, said that despite 
concerns over the data and findings of the 
study, it did raise questions about the use¬ 
fulness of e-cigarettes as a quitting aid. 

The evidence for Hypnotherapy from 
previously satisfied clients, who have 
stopped smoking demonstrates that Hyp¬ 
notherapy can help some people to stop, 
this includes stopping the 
use of e-cigarettes too.

Here, too, 
the A4 Avant doesn't disappoint, with 
leading trade guide CAP Monitor pre¬ 
dicting that the majority of versions 
will achieve residual values that are ei¬ 
ther strongest in the premium compact 
estate class or unbeaten in the class. 

As an example the A4 Avant 2.0 TDI 
ultra Sport 190PS - the expected 
best-seller in the range - is predicted 
to retain 40 per cent of its value after 
three years or 60,000 miles, ahead of 
its key premium sector rivals. 


Class-leading luggage capacity 

The all-new A4 Avant intelligently inte¬ 
grates a class-leading 505 litres of lug¬ 
gage capacity - extending to 1,510 litres 
with the seats folded - into a capacious 
interior that now affords even more head 
and shoulder room for front seat occu¬ 
pants and offers an increase in overall rear 
leg room compared to its predecessor. 

All this can be enjoyed in remarkably 
hushed tones thanks to numerous 
aerodynamic and aeroacoustic ad¬ 
vances, and in surroundings that exude 
a degree of quality and technological 
sophistication that far exceeds even 
the outgoing car, which was renowned 
in its own right for its outstanding fit 
and finish. 

The Avant engine line-up will initially 
include a wide choice of 2.0 litre and 3.0- 
litre TDI engines with outputs starting 
from 150PS and rising to 272PS.

inch alloy wheel designs. 

The V6 TDI contingent starts with 
the 218PS version which played such a 
key role in securing What Car? Maga¬ 
zine's Car of the Year Award for the sa¬ 
loon - here it returns up to 64.2mpg 
with a 114g/km C02 output when 
combined with Sport specification and 
front-wheel-drive. 

To fully exploit the economy potential 
of this absolutely up-to-the minute en¬ 
gine technology, the powertrain and 
chassis of the A4 Avant have also been 
completely redeveloped. The six-speed 
manual transmission, the seven-speed 
S tronic twin-clutch (now also available 
for front-wheel drive) and the eight- 
speed tiptronic have been reworked, 
and in the process the automatic trans¬ 
missions have incorporated a fuel-sav¬ 
ing freewheeling function.

For even greater emphasis 
on dynamic ability it is also possible to 
specify a dynamic steering system 
which varies its ratio according to speed 
and steering angle and adaptive damper 
control with a 'sport' bias for all versions. 
Adaptive damper control with a 'com¬ 
fort' set-up favouring suppleness can 
also be specified for all versions bar the 
ultra models, which are exclusively 
equipped with sports suspension. 

Where these options are fitted, their 
operating characteristics are config¬ 
urable via the Audi drive select adaptive 
dynamics system, which is a standard 
feature across the range. Its Comfort, 
Auto, Dynamic, Efficiency and Individual 
modes also have a bearing on the re¬ 


sponse of the throttle, the shift points 
of the automatic transmissions if spec¬ 
ified and the weighting of the steering. 

Driver aids 

The high quota of standard fit 
onboard technology can also be 
complemented by an array of the most 
advanced driver aids which can take 
the strain out of everything from 
reversing out of a parking space into 
fast-moving crossing traffic to endur¬ 
ing stop-start city driving.
